welcome. The best thing te 
do about such a viaitor is 
to show him the door in 
the quickest posalble time. | 
Apparently the novelty of the, 
situation is bewildering the 
wischeads in London, hut 
their dithering Isn't making 
it any casler for Hong: 
kong. Diplomatle quarters 
are quoted as saying that 
the British government has 
to make a “delicate de- 
cislon” because it extends 
recognition to Peking, but} 
not to Taipel. It ie a lite; 
diMeult to follow that dine 
of reasoning, 


The facts are simple and 

clear enough, A Nationalist 
Chinese warplane, — piloted 
by no scnior officer, and in 
diffleuliies because of fuel 
shortaye, sought a safe 
emergency landing at Kal 
Tak to avold a ernsh lund. 
ing elsewhere, On humant- 
turian =o grounds he owas 
quite properly permitted to 
put idown at Kai Tak. 
Swiftly, but not unexpect- 
edly, the Peking govern. 
ment requested the deten- 
tion of the plane and its 
pilot by the Hongkong 
authorities, 
HE grounds on which the 
request has been made 
are anything but solid. The 
plane is supposed to have 
made a raid on the China 
mainiand, but assuming 
this to be so, It does not 
obligate Hongkong to, satia- 
fy the Peking request, A 
stato of civil war certainly 
exists between the Chinese 
Communists and Nation- 
alists, Lut Hongkeng takes 
no sides ain ft; has not 
uranted nny belligerent 
rights. 

Major Lee and his plane 
should be sent oon their 
way without further delay, 
Their presence ir Hongkong 
cun be regarded as an 
isglated necident and 
should be treated sx such, 
Much more important is it 
that combatants in the 
China civil war should be 
told in unmistakable terms 
that Hongkong is not to be 
considered a refuge for dis- 
tressed pilota; that there 
must be ono repetition of 
Tuesday's incident, 

We feel the fears expressed 
in Lendon that refusals to 
detain Major Lee and his 
pline will seriously strain 
relations between the Bri- 
tish and Peking = govern. 
ments are exaggerated, The 
Chinese Communists have 
delivered oa gesture (one 
would have been mildly 


surprised if they had 
failed to do so in view of 
the opportunity) but the 
legal support for Peking'’s 
request ia highly doubtful, 

Hongkong and the British 
government are entitled to 
regard Major Lee and his 
Sabre jet as intruders, and 
with thelr jurisdictional 
owers, to take action that 
8 considered os sensible as 
it is appropriate.

Frau Schmidtke Tells 
Her Escape Story

APPIEST man in the 

strife-torn iron cur- 

tain city of Berlin 

tonight is Helmut 
Schmidtke. He is the 
86-year-old farm — worker 
whose 34-year-old — wife, 
Johanna, and nine-year-old 
son, Bernd, made world 
headlines eight weeks ago 
when they were brutally 
snatched = by Communist 
guards on the city’s Red 
borderline and dragged into 
the Soviet zone—the zone 
they had fled from only a 
few weeks before.

efliciency of the acroplane of 
the future. 


BIG ENOUGH 


A plane Jn flight picks up 
hundreds of flies on the Leading 
edges of tte wings, just Ilse the 
windscreen of a car, The pscien- 
tists have discovered, too, that 
the leg ot wing of a fly, or 
even a tiny spot of blood, is 
big enough to spoil the aloe, 
smcoth airflow they are spek- 
Ing to perfect, 


How to get the Insecta off the

After these two comes Singa- 
pore, where the influence of onc 
man, Tan Eng-yoon, has pro- 
duced a team worthy of a big 
city Then, belleve it or not, 
comes North Bometo where, 
despite every concelvable 
climaticatl handicap, the 
stundard goes up and up with 
every year, 

TOO CONFINED 

In Indta and Pakistan 
athletics is too largely confined 
to the Armed services, the Police 
and the universities. There 
isn't even the vast othletic club 
systom in Uhese two countries 
that is true of Indonesia,
